“anti-Southern” legislation. 

Their chief threat, they savy, lies 
in the power of the party groups 
in Dixie to put anti-Truman elec 
tor slates on the November ballot. | 
Sen. Harry Byrd, of Virginia may 
be asked to head such a ticket, 
says Democratic Chairman Her- 
bert Holmes of Mississippi 

National party leaders, while 
upset, are hopeful that the South- 
ern tempers will cool on relection 
that the only result of such a 
move, in their view, would guaran- 
tee election of a Republican presi- 
dent. 

Should President Truman win 
the election and the Democrats 
regain control of Congress, they 
argue, Southerners would have the 
choice committee chairmanships 
that go to members with seniority 
rights 

Four vears ago. anti Roosevelt 
Democratic electora were on the 
ballot in three Southern State 
They did not fare so well, In 
Texas. Roosevelt polled 821,605 
votes against 135,689 for the ants.

He hasn’t picked 
him yet although he has “talked 
to a certain number of people.” 

Accompanying the announce- 
ment was the report of an Army 


Board which made a preliminary 


survey. The Board found: 


“The advent of new weapons 


and the consequent possibility 
that the United States may be at- 
tacked without warning demand, 
as a matter of national interest, 
that an effective civil defense or- 
ganization be established and that 
necessary plans now be prepared.” 

The report didn’t go into detail 
on its reference to new weapons. 
From one officer who worked with 
the Board, however, came some in- 
dications of the line of thinking.

LABOR FRONT 
Two Unions 
Gunning for 
Wage Boosts 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Two of the country’s largest 
unions are gunning for wage in-) 
creases this Spring. Observers ex- 
pect results may set a pattern for 
the nation. 

In Detroit, the CIO’s United 
Auto Workers will aim its wage 
drive first at the Chrysler Corpor- 
ation, according to results of a 
vote of UAW representatives of 
70,000 Chrysler employees taken 
Saturday. 

In Pittsburgh, Philip Murray 
and other top strategists of the 
C10O-United Steelworkers Union) 
begin conterences Monday to draft 
new wage demands. 

Demands by Chrysler rank-and- 
file workers are for a straight 30- 
cent an hour pay raise, medical 
and hospital benefits worth an ad- 
ditional five cents hourly, a pen- 
sion plan, improved vacation pro- 
Visions and a guaranteed weekly 
wage. 

The union will ask Chrysler to, 
start bargaining on money mat- 
ters early next week. Negotia- 
tions probably will begin about a 
week later and will be limited by 
contract to discussions of the wage 
clause. 

A group of General Motors un 
jon leaders decided last month 
to divert 10 of a 25-cent cash de- 
mand, if necessary, to a pension 
fund. 

The difference between Chrys- 
ler and GM demands, however, 
probably will have little bearing 
on settlement figures, according to 
union observers. The industry’s 
“big three,” which includes the 
Ford Motor Company, usually set- 
tle for a figure within one cent 
of each other. 

In the steel industry, the union 
has been silent on the amount it 
will request for its “third round” 
increase since V-J Day. 

Union spokesmen ridiculed any 
suggestion they would be influ- 
enced by the slump in the com- 
modity markets and recent price 
decreases in some grocery lines. 
One source said it was too early 
to tell if the price drops would be 
permanent. 

A Steeiworkers Executive Board 
meeting Monday will be followed 
on Wednesday by a session of the 
wage policy committee. Present 
contracts with major steel pro- 
ducers permit wage clauses to be 
reopened April 1, 1948. 


DOLL COMPANY FORMED 
Employees of the Rushton Com- 
pany, of Atlanta, doll manufac- 
turers, have organized the first 
local of the CIO's Playthings, Jew- 
elry and Novelty Workers Union 
in Georgia.

Grady Hospital's milk bill worries were settled at one swoop Sat- 


urday by one of the institution’s own staff members—a nutrition | 3 


expert who allowed: 

“Milk is grossly overated. You 
@an live out your life without 
@rinking a drop—after you reach 
the age of nine months or a year, 
that is—if you get a balanced diet 
otherwise.” 

The nutrition expert's edict, de- 
livered over the vegetable plate in 
the hospital cafeteria, came at the 
height of Supt.

Judging schools have a two-fold 
purpose; educational and inspira 
tional. 

This thought 
Mrs. Donald Hastings, 
for the National Council 
ing Schools, in an article written 
for the National Council Bulletin, 
which was reprinted in the Febru- 
ury issue. of Garden Gateways, 
the official publication of the Gar 
den Club of Georgia.

It may 
also be intelligently argued that if 
present amateur bands are wide 
enough to gupport a high percen 
tage phone, they are already too 
wide and should be reduced in 
favor of high-priority services. A 
tune across the bands will show 
that CW is a long way from dead 
and that more commercial stations 
use CW for distance communica- 


tion than phone.

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The Bloom Is Off the Inflation Rose 


People hurt by an inflated cost of liv- 
ing, but understanding little about the 
meaning of market breaks in commodity 
prices, ask questions. 

They want to know if this news about 
market prices—cotton, grains, meat and 
' butter coming down—will be reflected in 
a substantial decrease in the cost of living? 


They want to know, “Does it mean a 
depression like 1929 and the thirties?” 


We tried to find out. 


Curiously enough, those who deal di- 
rectly in the markets ask the same ques- 
tions. They also would like to know. 


We went to two economists. 

They were economists who work pri- 
vately, advising large hanks, trust com- 
panies and major industry. They are not 
those who rush into print. 

They were not too far apart. 

This, in geperal, is about what they 
said: 

“The bloom is off the rose. That is to 
say, the ‘must’ buying period is over. The 
people who just had to have a roof fixed, 
have got it done. Those who just had to 
add a room to their house have done so. 
Thos:, and this applies especially to the 
veterans, who just had to have a place to 
live, have got it or have doubled-up some- 
where, refusing to pay the prices. 

“The manufacturers who just had to 
have new plants, plant expansion or new 
equipment, have got it. There will likely 
be a cutting back in a degree vet to be 
determined, of plans for future plant ex- 
pansion. But there will not be a collapse 
in this investment. 


“The people, customers and manufac- 
turers, who just HAD TO HAVE some- 
thing, have about had it... whether it 
was a washing machine, a refrigerator, or 
a new factory and machinery. 

“From now on there will be more shop- 
ping around. 

“Also, while wages have climbed with 
prices, they have not kept pace with some 
prices and the result is that many items, 
including some building materials, and du- 
rables, have priced themselves out of the 
market. Purchasing power is off anywhere 
from 20 to 35 percent. (One man said 25, 
the other said about 35 percent.) This has 
caused them to ‘shop around.’ ” 

Now, will we have a depression? 

“Not anything like that of 1929. That 
was accompanied by a world-wide mone- 
tary collapse, and also a collapse in plant 
and equipment investment. There are no 
signs of that happening. The countries of 
Europe—notably Belgium, Italy, France, 
Holland—are beginning to produce. The 
amount is relatively small, but it is grow- 
ing. The Scandinavian countries and others 
are getting ‘things’ onto the markets. So 
are some of the South American countries. 

“So, while the recession may take a 
sharper drop than some anticipate, it does 
not look like a depression. And the cost 
of living ,sught to come aown. While grains 
may even climb back a bit, the inflation- 
ary spiral definitely is broken. The bloom 
is off the high cost rose.” 

We think it a good thing. What goes up 
is bound to come down. The higher it goes 
the harder it falls. We think it healthy for 
the nation the turn came when it did.

The first red van labeled “Royal Mail” that 
J saw was in Scotland and I remarked face- 
tiously, “Good gracious! The King has written 
@ lot of letters today!” 

“Your own letters travel in that, too, you 
know,” said Robert, who wasn’t at all sure that 
I did know. Well, at least I found out. 


I can’t tell you how many of those red vans 
there are in the British Isles, but the number 
must run up into many hundreds of thousands. 
We see them loading on Southampton Street, just 
eff the Strand: on Bedford Street, a short block 
gway, and there are two other offices directly 
on the Strand between Charing Cross and Fleet 
Btreet. 


Many American trains carry U. 8. mall 
ears, but here every night special trains are 
run which are all-mail affairs. The most 
important of these is the one from Lon- 
d@ne to Aberdeen, frequently pulled by a 
powerful engine named the “Princess Eliza- 
beth.” while the “Princess Margaret Rose” 
heads the corresponding train that runs in 
the opposite direction. 


Each night at 7:30 “the postal” is brought into 
Buston Station, and half an hour later—always 
en the dot—it leaves. Mail is sorted on the 
train, dropped and collected by means of catch- 
ers along the way. At important points the 
train will stop, and cars may be taken on or 
dropped. Similar trains are run on the East 
Coast to Newcastle and Edinburgh, and to serve 
the West and Southwest of England. 

~ Of course the word “mail” is rarely used 
here. It's “the post.” You post letters in a pillar 
box; and the first thing you say at breakfast 
is, “Anything interesting in the post?” 

Parcels are delivered by vans, and although 
22 pounds is allowed by international rates for 
foreign packages, the internal limit in Britain is 
18 pounds. Anything heavier has to go by “goods 
fain,” or as we say in America, “express.” But,

on the other hand, you can put in a note or even 
a letter with your parcels here, and there’s no 
hullaballoo about paying first-class rates on it. 
It just goes as straight fourth-class mail. Sorry, 
I mean “post.” 

If | want to send a small parcel to America 
quickly, I send it by “letter post,” that is, pay 
first-class postage. 

Rates are slightly higher than in the U. S:.: 
Tuppence ha’penny (5 cents) for the first two 
ounces, and a ha’penny (1 cent) for each addi- 
But there is no limit to the 
weight of first-class post, and if you feel inclined 
you can send a child by mail, at letter rates. All 
you have to do is address him properly and put 
enough stamps on him. He'll be delivered at 
the designated place 

It costs-more for us to send a Christmas card 
next door than to mail one to America—that's 
because foreign mail rates are fixed interna- 
tionally. : 


All stamps, of whatever denomination, 
bear the likeness of the reigning monarch 
and carry the words “Postage Revenue.” 
(We don’t get new designs every Monday 
morning commemorating  bicentennials.) 
Each receipt given in this country for pay- 
ment of over 2 pounds must have a tup- 
penny revenue stamp on it, as must every 
check, no matter what the amount. You 
buy a check book for so many shillings, 
with the stamp printed into each one. An 
American check cashed here must have the 
tuppenny stamp stuck on before it can be 
paid into a bank. 


But that’s getting away from the post office 
about which there are two more points worth 
mentioning: it is the point of contact between 
the government and the people; all official reg- 
ulations and notices are displayed there. And 
last, it is run completely by civil service: ad- 
vancement is by examination only, and you can't 
get a nice fat job through appointment by a 
member of Parliament. It's a blooming shame, 
but there it is!

Literally onl a handful of items 
in the family budget had been 
marked down. Almost all were 
highly sensitive agricultural prod. 
ucts. 

The noose was still around the 
consumers neck. It had been 
lnosened a bit, it might loosen stil! 

Or it might be tightened 
again. 

Wall Street addicts looking to 
the stock market for a clue to the 
future had a difficult job of in- 
terpretation on their hands. Quo 
tations cracked Tuesday, along 
with commodities, then steadied 
The market mood at the weekend 
was one of indecision. 

The sudden plunge in wholesale 
and future prices which started 
on Feb. 4 continued with new fury 
thie week. History books would 
describe the turnabout as one of 
the swiftest on record. 

Wheat corn and oats in the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade dropped in 
what seemd like a bottomless pit 
Dollar after dollar was lopped off 
the price of hoge and beef on the 
hoof Cotton aekidded at a siowet 
pace 

In wholesa'e markets lower 
prices were quoted for rubber, lin- 
seed oil. burlap, cocoa, coffee, 
fiour, butter, lard, wool. 

The Associated Press weighted 
average of 35 commodities at the 
wholesale level (1926 equals 100) 
nosedived to around 186. The av 
erage during the week dropped 
more than in any similar period 
since it was first compiled in 10935 

Comparisons with earlier years, 
though, showed how far prices 
have advanced. How far the price 
pendulum has to swing in the 
cther direction. .A year ago the 
average stood at 169, two years 
ago at 113 

Labor, the administration and 
the opposition sized up the price 
situation with considerable vari- 
ance of opinion. 

President Truman said inflation 
was still a major economic threat 
despite the break in commodity 
and security prices. He insisted 
that his 10-point inflation program 
was still necessary but he spoke

When she learned his wish to get 
rid of her, she fainted, but the provi- 
sions he made for her future were 
generous, and she quickly recovered 
cheerfulness. She was to have an in- 
come of 4,000 pounds, and two hand- 
some manors for her residence, at 
Richmond and Bletchingly.. The only 
favor she insisted on was that she 
might live in England. 

The remainder of her life to some 
historians is a puzzle, to others not. 
She was really a charming woman, 
and the English gentry liked her. It 
may be that an anonymous English 
man of distinguished lineage liked 
her very well indegd.

Craig was going to break up his 
orchestra, retire to a regular home 
life and a quiet job with a Nashville 
radio station. Jim Bulleit, head of 
the recording company, which had 
specialized heretofore in hillbill® mu 
renditions, wanted to record 
“Red Rose,” Craig’s theme song, be- 
fore he quit. It was-a tune that 
would sell among the following that 
had liked Craig’s music. 

The strains of “Red Rose” died 
away. It was done, recorded for pos 
terity. Bulleit said to Craig: “Well, 
that’s one side. What are we going 
to put on the other?” 

Craig scratched his head. 

‘Hadn't rightly thought,” he said 
in his slow southern drawl. “We'll 
throw something in. Lemme think 
it over.” 

Craig thought it over. 
a tune he’d written six months be- 
fore called “Near You.” It was no 
world-beater, decided Craig, but he 
liked it. Besides, he had an idea. 

“T thought it would be my me 
morial,” he confessed later. "You 
know, something my children and 
grandchildren cauld listen to after I 
was gone and say to themselves: ‘My 
pappy did that!’”’ 

Craig resurrected the manuscript, 
got his arranger, Jim Hall, to include 
a large portion of piano in it (though 
Craig hadn't played piano in his or 
chestra for 15 years) and then re 
hearsed it, with himself at the keys. 
Just before they returned to the stu 
dio to record it, Hall said: 

“Francis, I'm worried. 
is corny as all get-out!” 

They recorded it anyway. Craig’s 
orchestra disbanded, he took his quiet 
job with the radio station and settled 
down to a regular home 
life with his wife and two 
girls in Nashville. He'd 
never really hit the big- 
time, but he'd done all 
right, and 47 was no age to 
keep plugging like a col- 
lege sophomore. 

Not many weeks had 
passed when the “musical 
miracle of 1947" began to 
shape up. In juke boxes, 
on home phonographs, on 
radio programs  through- 
out the country Craig’s 
lone disc was becoming in- 
creasingly popular with 
folks of all ages. 

It wasn't “Red Rose” 
that had caught the pub. 
lic’s fancy. “Red Rose” 
hardly ever saw the light 
of day. It was “Near You,” 
the little melody that was 
sweeping the nation. 

“Near You” is a simple, 
haunting melody with simple words 
written by Kermit Goell. The chorus 
goes in part

spoke her own epitaph. 

Her audience was composed of an elderly 
English gallant who “knew her when,” and the 
old housekeeper who took care of Cora Potter 
in her last days in the little cottage in France. 

The wispy little woman, once the belle of New 
Orleans, summed up the 78 years of her life 
with the curtain speech: 

“It is said Esau, in the Bible, traded his -birth- 
right for a mess of pottage. I traded mine, and 
my marriage right, for a pot of grease paint. And 
it turned sour.” 

lier visitor clucked sympathetically and the 
old housekeeper fled from the room muttering: 

“Madame has the fever!” 

Cora Urquhart Potter had the “fever’’—-foot 
light fever—-from the time she was able to talk 
and do awkward little dance steps. 

Under its sway she wrecked her marriage 
with its attendant social and financial security, 
scorned the conventions of the 19th century, 
failed as a mother and, what was more important 
to her, failed as an actress. 

Her life waa one prolonged failure because of 
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one thing everybody but Cora Potter knew: 

She couldn't act! 

Despite a fortune spent on costumes and 
coaching and a lifetime spent in rehearsing, she 
couldn't deliver the simplest lines without proving 
to the audience that she was on the wrong side 
of the footlights. 

The Civil War, in all probability, influenced 
her life more than any other event, although she 
was only four years old in. 1861. Her father, 
Col. David Urquhart, a wealthy planter and 
baniver, decided Louisiana vould be no place tor 
Cora during the struggle, and sent her to Paris, 

That was when the footlight fever struck. She 
wheedled governesses and relatives into taking 
her to the theatre regularly and she returned to 
New Orleans, a beautiful but gangling girl de- 
termined to make her fortune on the stage. 


NE .family conference settled that. The Urqu- 

hart fortunes, crushed by the war, needed help 
and couldn’t wait for Cora to carve a career on 
the stage. Her task was to marry, preferably 
a man with money, even if he did happen to 
be » “damyankee.” 

James Brown Potter was made to order. 
father was Howard Potter, noted New 
banker, most of whose millions had been 
marked for son Jim. 

Jim Potter met Cora Urquhart while he was 
vacetioning in New Orleans, They were married 
in her home town in L877. ‘The bridegroom was 24 
with a “mind of his own,” and the bride was 20 
with a career of her own secretly mapped out. 

They must have had a showdown and a violent 
clash while they were still shaking the rice off 
their wedding apparel, because the bride did an 
unusual thing on the honeymoon. 

She threw her wedding ring out the 
window! 

But the couple had regained a semblance of 
outward happiness by the time they reached 
New York, where society enthusiastically re 
ceived Jim .Potter’s lovely wife. 

Cora Potter, however, turned up her nose at 
the fearsome Four Hundred. The snub made her 
numerous lifelong enemies, including her new 
husband's uncle, Bishop Henry Codman Potte: 

The Potter family felt much better when, after 
two years of marriage, Cora became the. mother 
of a'‘girl. Now, they agreed, she would settle 
down; motherhood would drive thoughts of a 
stage: career out of her mind. 

But motherhood merely served to kindle anew 
the tlame of revolution in Cora Potter. The baby, 
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destined to become the key figure in one of the 
country’s most bitter divorce was duly 
christened Anne—-by everyone but Cora. 

Cora called her “Fifi,” in honor ot an aging 
actress she had -adored in Paris. 

Fifi grew up to marry Banker James Stillman, 
who later charged her with misconduct with .a 
hunting guide—-but by the time this happened, 
Mrs. Cora Urquhart Potter had long been enxiléd 
from the family as a “remittance woman.” 

Aided and abetted by Ward McAllister, society 
czar who changed the roster of the “400” with 
a stroke of the pen, Cora left the nursery and 
began reciting verSe and one-act plays, with or 
without provocation. 

Tongue in cheek, society urged her on, and 
one of her performances made history, after a 
fashion, in Washington, D. C.

When Mrs. James Brown Potter made her 
debut as an out-and-out professional actress, the 
family faces reddened. 

That was in 1887 at Brighton, England, and 
hardened critics winced as the intrepid Mrs. Pot 
ter waded through a drama and turned it, unwit- 
tingly, into a farce. 

A few days later, the performance was in 
flicted on a London audience in the Haymarket 
Theatre. 

The Prince. of Wales won the respect of the 
first nighters by “sticking it out” in the royal box. 


Potter threw the adverse re 
views into the wastebasket and announced 
plans for a world-wide tour. Her leading man 
would be Kyrle Bellew, matinee idol of the day. 
“The tour will start in New York,” she an. 
nounced blithely. “With a grand production of 
‘Cleopatra’,” 

Instead of a family conference, the Potters 
held a council of war. When Cora arrived in New 
York, a skirmish line of lawyers met her boat. 

They put two questions to her: 

Did she intend to carry out her “threat” of 
a world tour? 

Cora said she certainly did. 

Did she intend to use the fine old name of 
Potter in this distressing fashion? 

Mrs. James Brown Potter, who did her best 
acting offstage, drew herself up and exploded: - 

“Poof to the Potters! I made the name of 
Potter famous. It is on billboards in London, in 
New York. Within a few weeks it will be on 
billboards in China, Australia, South Africa and 
India. all over the world. 

“And now you have the nerve to suggest I 
renounce that name! If I did, which Potter would 
play the title role in ‘Cleopatra’?” 

The lawyers didn’t have the answer to that 
one, and retired into another huddle. 

Cora opened on Broadway as a titian-haired 
Cleopatra, but theefirst night audience didn’t gasp 
at the daring*portrayal— it littered and the critics

Rut the divorce suit was not forthcoming. For 
years, Potter played the part of the deserted hus- 
band while Cora roamed the world. 

Finally, in 1899, Potter went.to Rhode Island 
where he obtained a divorce by default. 

Cora continued to play tn tragedies, dramas 
and comedies, while the critics lampooned her. 

Somewhere in Europe, the tinsel were thin 
and so did .Cora’s finances. 

After the first flash of sensational publicity, 
the name of Potter lost much of its box office 
value, some years before its owner .lost much of 
her zost for the footlights, 

She retired to semi-obseurity on the Isle of 
(;uernsey, emerging only to fire occasional barbs 
at the Potter family. 

She became a “remittance woman” when 
James Stillman married her daughter Fifi, grown 
into a beautiful and vivacious debutante. Stillman 
agree | to give T'ifiis mother a monthly allowance 
provided she continue to reside at least 3,000 
miles from New York. 

It was also stipulated she keep her name out 
of the newspapers; a strange stipulation coming 
from Stillman who, a few years later, was &o 
have his name and that of his wife on the front 
pages dally as he pressed his scandalous charges, 


CVn \ divided her years between Guernsey and 
a boarding house in the south of France. 

She divided her time betWeen poring over her 
souvenirs of stage life artd watching for the post- 
man with the monthly remittance. 

When James Brown Potter, who had remarried 
six years after divorcing her, died in 1922, Cora 
paid special attention to the postman’s arrival, 
looking for a letter from the Potter attorneys, 
but there was none; he failed to mention the 
bride of his youth in his will. 

Gora Urquhart Potter clung to the remnants 
of a hectic life until 1936, when she broke her 
promise to son-in-law Stillman by getting her 
name in the newspapers. But it didn’t appear in 
the theatrical or the gossip colurgns. 

The obituary. notice stated briefly that she had 
died at the age of 78. ‘Theatrical publications 
failed to give her the accolade she would have 
cherished—-that of “a grand old trouper.” 

She had failed completely.

N 1920, when she was 33, Florence Eliza Helen Clover and her hus 
band, Charles, an insurance executive, and their four small daughters 
moved into Pentrebychan Hall at Wrexham, Denbigh, England. 
Sir Edmund Fleming Bushby, a Liverpool cotton broker and mil! 


owner, bought adjoining Bronwylta 
Hall a few months later. 

Florence, who had a little money 
and a lot of social ambition, soon 
made a courtesy call on Lady Bushby 
and was introduced to the baronet, a 
swashbuckling squire just turned 40. 

“We were attracted to each other 
immediately,” she recalled the other 
day in London during trial of a suit 
to collect $50,000 from the $175,000 
Sir Edmund left his widow when he 
died in 1943. She said she had given 
him that amount to invest for her. 


Florence, the daughter of a promi 
nent Canadian barrister, was married 
io a man ten years her senior. Sir 
Edmund's wife was his elder by four 
years. Both Clover and Lady Bushby 
learned eventually that their respec 
tive mates had a deep attachment for 
each other, but Clover’s unsuccessful! 
effort to thrash his rival and Lady 
Bushby's destruction of a gift were 
the only open demonstrations of dis- 
approval that came into the open. 

The gift was a paper knife of un- 
usual design. Sir Edmund had ad- 
mired it in a shop, and when Florence 
made $2035 in a cotton deal, she used 
the odd $35 to buy it for him. He 
put it on his desk at home. 

“Pretty thing, isn’t it?’ his wife 
remarked. “Did it cost much?” 

“I didn’t buy it, my dear,” Sir 
Edmund replied, rather foolishly. 
“Mrs. Clover gave it to me.” 

“Oh, she did, did she!” 

Without another word Lady Bush. 
by broke the knife across her knee, 
tossed the pieces in a wastebasket 
and stalked out of the room. 

The remaining $2,000, Florence 
said, was turned over to Sir kedmund 
to keep for her, together with various 
other sums she had already advanced. 

That practice started, she said, 
soon after she and Sir Edmund be- 
came friendly. He told her her hus. 
band was living beyond his means 
and advised her to give him any 
securities she had fer safekeeping. 
She said she immediately entrusted 
him with several hundred shares of 
stock she had rectived from Gugliel- 
mo Marconi as a fee for introducing 
the inventor to some shipping mag 
nates with whom he wanted to deal. 

“Wasn't that quite a large fee for

and dance with him. 

“I would go to his suite and find 
him poring over blueprints,” she re- 
called. “He’d keep it up for hours 
while I sat there knitting. About mid 
night he would suddenly remember 
his invitation and say ‘Good Heavens! 
[ asked you here to dance. Let's go 
to the ballroom.’ Down we would go.” 

Another $20,000 that she gave Sir 
Edmund also came from Marconi, 
Florence said. Her husband was low 
in funds, Sir Edmund had no ready 
cash and one of her daughters was 
ill so she told the inventor she needed 
money. The next morning, she said. 
he handed her an envelope. She hur 
ried to Hyde Park, where she had 
agreed to meet Sir Edmund, and gave 
him the envelope. He opened it, 
counted the money and told her, she 
Said, that it contained $20,000. 

Because of his varied enterprises. 
Florence testified, Sir Edmund was 
often short of cash. Once, in 1929, 
he lost heavily at the races and told 
her he needed money to settle with 
his bookmaker. She said she pet 
suaded Sir Ernest Tate. a millionaire 
Sugar dealer, to sell some stock he 
had bought for her. 

In 1930, when her husband wen! 
into bankruptcy, Florence said that 
Sir Edmund agreed to pay her $2,500 
a-year as interest on the $50,000 she 
had given him.

IFTEEN HUNDRED young men 
believe today that their govern- 
ment at last is going to provide a 

way for them to leave their own 
particular No Man's Land. 

They are the war’s worst casualties, 
called paraplegics—-you®ths paralyzed 
from the waist down because of sev- 
erance of the spinal cord, doomed to 
wheelchairs for life. 

Most of them have been living In 
Veterans Administration Hospitals, 
Yet, normal from the waist up, many 
believe they could be self-sufficient if 
they could have an especially con- 
structed home of their own. 

Now it appears that such homes, 
equipped to meet their needs, with 
wide doorways and ramps for wheel 
chairs, will be brought within their 
reach. Legislation at an early session 
of Congress is expected to grant them 
one-half the cost of a house (no grant 
to exceed $10,000) and with their $360 
monthly pension they will be able to 
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finance the other half, 

some of the young men are mar 
ried. Others, with sweethearts wait 
ing, want to be married. Many would 
like to build a dwelling of their own. 

Some fortunate ones have been 
able to achieve it. In New York State, 
where especial interest to their prob- 
lem has been given, some have 
wheeled down hospital ramps for good. 

One is a former lieutenant-com- 
mander in the Navy, who had been 
quartered in a naval hospital. His 
wife and son were in a Washington, 
D. C., apartment, impossible for him 
to use in a wheelchair. Through 
the New York State Housing Com- 
mission, he found an apartment in 
Brooklyn and his wife and child have 
joined him. 

There is the same kind of spirit 
inside hospital walls. particularly 
typified by a fast-talking young 


fellow who used to be in the theatri 
cal book inp DUSINESS lic i8 Gus 
Kramer, a favorite of doctors and 
patients, in Halloran Hospital, Staten 
Island, N. Y. 

President of the Halloran chapter 
of the Paralyzed Veterans Associa- 
tion, he is engaged to a_ Brooklyn 
girl, and he is waiting for a home on 
the outside so he can get back into 
the business end of show business. 

John Price is a quadriplegic. 
Quadriplegia is paralysis not only 
downward from the point where the 
spinal cord is severed, but additional 
paralysis of hands and arms. John, 
while in the Veterans Hospital in the 
Bronx, N. Y., got out a monthly news- 
paper, his handicap requiring that an 
attendant be with him all the time, 

Through state assistance, he 
went to live in a converted squad 
barracks at deserted Fort. Tilden, 
N. Y., and began an’ educational 
course. His barracks leaked; the sur- 
roundings were bad; he was rained 
out. Back in the hospital, he did not 
give up. An apartment in New York 
was made available to him, and now 
he is a student of Columbia University. 

It is no wonder that those who 
have loved them want such men as 
these back. That is what Mrs. Lucille 
Moss, wife of a paraplegic quartered 
in Hlalloran Hospital, said when legis 
lation for men like her husband first 
was proposed. 

“I know that those of us who loved 
our husbands when they went off to 
war,” she said, “love them now. We 
want more than anything in this 
world to build a home and a future 
with our husbands and children, We 
merely ask that you vive tis a chance 
to love and live as normally as pos

sible with a spinal injury, 

“Give us our prosthetic (specially 
designed for the handicapped) homes 
and we'll keep our marriage, we'll 
enjoy our children, and we'll build 
our world!” 

That these men, given the oppor- 
tunity, can successfully re-establish 
themselves in the society they left to 
defend, is indicated by the many para- 
plegics who are prospering in such 
varied fields as insurance, law, writ- 
ing, watchmaking and various pre- 
cision tool work. 

Businessmen agree that the pa- 
tients, given the chance, can become 
productive citizens. One industrial 
leader, filled with admiration for the 
courage and ambition of paraplegica, 
remarked, “these men live by their 
minds, not by their legs. Their dis- 
ability only seems to strengthen the 
will to succeed. They must be given 
the chance to work.” 

Baj. Gen. Paul R. Hawley, former 
Chief Medical Director of the Vet- 
erans Administration’s Department of 
Medicine and Surgery, says the men 
must learn to adjust their lives to 
their own disabilities. 

“It is a’ false theory that you can 
pay a man in money for what he has 
lost physically,” General Hawley said 
a short time ago. 

The hospitals have trained the men 
to work wonders with their arms and 
by movement of their bodies above 
the waist. They are strong and agile 
and can do much for themselves. Yet 
they have been told frankly by the 
Veterans Administration: 

“When the spinal cord is com- 
pletely severed, it wilk not grow 
toyvether again and, up to now, no 
technique has been developed by med. 
ical science that will accomplish this 
and make it heal and function again.” 

There are several plans for para- 
plegics’ homes, including’ groups of 
dwellings near Veterans’ Hospitals, 
where the men might be cared for 
when necessary. 

The proposed legislation will not 
specify the type or location of the 
homes. It will grant half the cost 
of a house to all wheelchair veterans, 
thus including some disabled men 
who are not paraplegics.

HEN Olive Borden reached 

the end of her career re- 
cently in a plain charity mis- 
sion in the shabby section of Los An- 
geles known as “Skid Row,” there 
was scarcely a ripple in Hollywood's 
busy routine. 

Was not her death in such sur- 
roundings at the early age of 40 a 
logical climax to a steady descent 
from the heights to the depths? Was 
she not forgotten, unnoticed, a figure 
of the past without a future, a relic 
of the film world’s transitory fame, 
an example of its fickle adulation? 
And who had time to mourn the past? 

Those who know the story behind 
the story, however, realize that Olive 
Borden achieved real success, for the 
first and only time, in those last few 
months when the material prosperity 
by which superficial success is meas- 
ured had fled her grasp. 

They know that all of Hollywood's 
glittering favors brought her nothing 
but sorrow; that she found true peace 
of mind through the simple expedient 
of unselfish sacrifice for others, her 
glamourous memories buried beneath 
a new knowledge which came to her 
shortly before the end. 

The story of Olive Borden starts 
much like the story of hundreds of 
other fame-seeking American girls. 
She came to southern California in 
1923 when she was 16 years old. 

With her was her mother, 
Sybil Borden. Olive's fathe:

had died 
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when she was a year old. Mother and 
daughter came from Mt. Washington, 
Md., where her mother had managed 
a restaurant. They moved in with 
Mrs. Borden’s sister. 

Olive was a pretty girl. She had 
long, blue-black hair, brown eyes and 
fair skin. So it was not remarkable 
at all that one day when she and her 
aunt were watching a cabaret scene 
being filmed by Al Christie, pioneer 
producer, he should spot her and hire 
her on the spot as an extra. 

It was an exciting beginning. She 
got other extra roles, then bit parts. 
Hal Roach featured her in a series of 
comedy shorts; for a while she was a 
Mack Sennett bathing beauty. She 
was one of the 12 Wampas Baby Stars 
of 1925; of those 12, only she and 
Mary Brian made good. 

Then she got a better than bit part 
in Paul Bern's “Dressmaker From 
Paris.” Five years after her arrival 
in Hollywood she was signed to a con- 
tract by Fox Films. A few weeks 
later, in the role of a Polynesian girl, 
she was starred for the first time. 

From 1928 to 1931 she got billing 
over such stars as Marie Dressler, 


_ Jack Pickford, Jack Oakie, Neil Ham- 


ilton——and George O'Brien. 
Suddenly, when she seemed most 
firmly established, she was through. 
She had lived in Beverly Hills 
amid lush surroundings. She had 
bought five fur coats in a single vear. 
She had owned-three cars. She had 
been under a five-year contract at 
$1500 a week. She had been in love. 


Overnight, almost, everything 
changed, She was without money, 
job—and sweetheart.

There was no doubt 
about O’Brien, the college athlete 
turned actor, For three of Olive’s 
four years of stardom she and George 
were in love.

Olive disapproved. When he returned 
they were seen less and less fre- 
quently together, then not at all. 

She worked for other companies, 
but her roles diminished in import- 
ance.

In 1931 Olive married ‘Theodore 
Spector, stock broker, in a surprise 
elopement to Harrison, N. Y. This 
was another piece of hard luck, Spec- 
tor, it was revealed, was a bigamist, 
wed in 1919 and never divorced, Olive 
got an annulment in 1932.

She went from job to job—small 
jobs, unimportant jobs—-but, as she 
put it, “something always went 
wrong.” In the middle of 1946 she re- 
joined her mother, the head of the 
Sunshine Mission for Women and 
Children in Los Angeles’ “Skid Row.” 

She took over operation of the 
kitchen. She worked hard. The first 
Thanksgiving Day she was there she 
cleaned and dressed a dozen turkeys 
for the unfortunate, homeless and 
penniless as herself, who lived at the 
mission.

“What God hath joined toprether, let no man 
put asunder, the judge would intone, and then 
it was his custom to give the happy couple a 

ttle lecture on the joys of matrimony and the 

responsibilities of wedded life. Sometimes he 
vould refer to his own marriage as an example 
of the finest that could be expected of the con 
nubial state 

Now Judge Liddy admits he made those ret 
erences with a heavy heart. 

“| felt like Pagliacci,” he says, “but I believe 
that every couple entering matrimony should get 

start in the right direction. Flowers, nice su 
roundings and beautiful music are important In 
setting the proper mood for this holy relationship, 
and if I could say anything to augment the situa 
tion I considered it my duty, regardless of my 
personal unhappiness.” 

He is still a firm believer in marriage, he says, 
even though his union with Mrs. Liddy did not 
work out successfully. 

The judge is 61, two years younger than his 
wife, Louise. It was he who filed the divorce suit 

against his better judgment. 

“I always recommend,” he said, “that a hus- 
band permit his wife to file suit if divorce is the 
only way out, but we had been married 22 years 
and I couldn't wait forever for Mrs. Liddy to take 
action.” 

She had been married twice before, but it was 
the judge’s first experience with the relationship 
that he recommended so highly to others. 

His charges were rather general, but Louise, 
in a cross bill for separate maintenance, was quite 
specific, particularly about two women who, she 
said, played a large part in the judge's life 

One of them was Dicey Jones, a 44-year-old 
blond beauty parlor operator, who scoffed at any 
suggestion that her relationship with the judge 
was improper. 

“We were just good friends,” she said. “I met 
him at a party and was never alone with him in 
my life.” 

That wasn't the way Mrs. Liddy told it In 
1943, she testified, she saw him enter Dicey’s 
beauty shop 15 different times. 

“Once he told me ke was going for a walk,” 
she said. “I followed him, and he went to Dicey’s. 
He unlocked the door and walked in. It was dark 
and the shades were down. He didn’t come home 
until nearly 3 a. m.”

Louise, who seems to have spent a good deal 
of her time trailing her husband, said she fol 
lowed him every night for a week and observed 
him entering Dicey’s apartment each evening 

“Dicey had him so much under her spell,” she 
declared, “that he used to sweep the sidewalk in 
front of her shop. I saw him doing it.” 

Mrs. Liddy insisted there was something more 
than family ties in the judge’s interest in his 
24-year-old, blue-eyed second cousin, Freda Liddy, 
for whom he had obtained a job as stenographer 
in Common Pleas Court. 

She denied that she had circulated a_ scan- 
dalous story among the judge's friends and col- 
leagues, explaining rather paradoxically: 

“I merely said I heard it from the girl’s mother 
and father. Her father, Fred Liddy, came to our 
house to protest.” 

The judge testified that his attitude toward 
Freda was “only the normal interest I would show 
in any member of my family.” 

“T always thought she was a fine girl,” he said. 
“T found an opportunity for her to come to work 
in the eourt, and since she has been there I have 
done all I could to assist her in the performance 
of her duties.” 

“Do you always take an Interest like that in 
members of you : 7” his attorney asked 
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“Yes,” replied the judge, modestly, “but I don't 
think it is for me to sit up here and tell of my 
interest In my family. Someone else should do 
that.” 

Nobody volunteered, so matrimony’s disillu- 
sioned exponent changed the subject to some of 
the items that kept his home from being one long 
idyil of connubial bliss. 

The judge said Mrs. Liddy had refused to go 
with him and his mother to Florida in 1939, al- 
though: that was the only way of. extending his 
mother’s life. He said she had threatened political 
reprisals if he asked for a divorce. His nightly 
walks, he declared, were not in search of romance 
but to escape from unpleasantness at home. 

When the trial began, the judge and his wife 
were far apart on financial matters. Mrs. Liddy 
wanted $450 a month for separate maintenance. 
Hie offered only $90 a month for a complete di- 
vorce. Although he called his wife’s demands 
“matrimonial blackmail,” he @apitulated before 
the hearing was completed. 

She got the decree with $5,000 in cash, $5,000 
in $150 monthly payments, and the house, even 
including the loudspeaker, which probably never 
again will pour out the tender sentiments of

line on which hung the fate of William “Skinny”

The day was April 17, 1915. ‘The scene was 
Honolulu harbor where, 21 days before, the sub- 
marine F-4 had gone to the bottom with the loss 
of 21 officers and men. A steel cable had been 
dragged under the stricken craft 

Now the Navy’s top-notch divers, rushed to 
Hawaii from the Brooklyn Navy Yard, were at 
tempting to finish the salvage job 

Loughman was the third of the visiting divers 
to make the perilous descent lle made his way 
down the sjeel cable, pitching and swaying in the 
heavy running surt At 250 feet he found his al 
hose and life line fouJed by the cable. 

The barge-gave a sudden lurch. ‘The cable 
struck and yanked at Loughman, breaking his 
hip. His fouled lines wound tighter about the 
steel line. He lost consciousness, He was pitched 
from the cable and when he came to he was 
hanging SO feet above the ocean floor, helples:

the point where his lines joined the angling cable.

had come up from a 306-foot descent to the 
bottom (a record that stood for 25 years) qnly 
two hours before, that he was tired and barely 
recovered from his decompression chamber or- 
deal. He knew also that Loughman was Crilley’s 
buddy, that each had saved the other’s life twice 
before. He said quietly: “Go ahead, Frank.” 

Crilley clamped on his headpiece and started 
down the cable Loughman's lines stayed with 
the cable for 200 feet, but where the wire began 
to bend and angle toward the sub the lines left 
it and hung straight down. 

He went to where Loughman’s lines met the 
cable, He grabbed the lines, straddled the bucking 
steel wire and slid down it, pulling Loughman 
toward him as he went.

He asked permission to transfer his own life 
line to the unconscious diver and manage his 
own ascent by his hose alone, but the answer 
came back: “Not by a damn sight!

Ignoring the danger in sudden ascent, Crilley 
shot to the surface, He got the new life line and 
returned to Loughman, fastening it. As the barge 
crew pulled Loughman up, Crilley moved up the 
cable ahead of him, loosening the fouled lines. 

He had already spent two hours under pres- 
sure to effect the darimg rescue. When the two 
divers were pulled aboard the barge Loughman 
was almost’ dead and Crilley was in a bad way 
Nevertheless, when he, two doctors and Lough 
man were crowded into the decompression cham 
ber, it was Crilley who worked the air-pressure 
valve for nine long hours while the spark of 
life was fanned back into his buddy. 

Fourteen years later, in 1929, Crilley got the 
Medal of Honor, the nation’s highest decoration, 
for that incomparable feat. 

In 1925 he assisted In salvage of the sub S-51 
off Block Island. In 1927 he received the Navy 
Cross for locating the sunken sub S-4 off Province- 
town, Mass. He was one of those responsible, 
through his part in perfecting the revolutionary 
“diving bell” and his work at the scene, for sav- 
ing 33 out of a crew of 39 men of the sub Squalus 
when it went down off Portsmouth, N. H., in 1939. 

He took part in the search for the lost ship 
Meridia, loaded “with jewels, off the Virginia 
Capes. He assisted in the attempted Lusitania 
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One Hundred Feet Below the Surface Sharks Began to Menace Crilley; 
One of the Hazards of His Job Were Nosy Man-Eaters 


salvage. He helped raise the sunken presidential 
yacht Mayflower. 

After his retirement from the Navy in 1930 
he joined Sir Hubert Wilkins in the latter’s ex- 
ploration of the North Pole in the submarine 
Nautilus. In the frigid northern waters he made 
numerous. descents, once to repair a_ propeller. 

Once, as he worked on a wreck more than 
100 feet down, a giant barracuda, jaws gaping, 
circled him menacingly, but did not attack. The 
next day and the next the barracuda returned, 


grotesquely curious. Crilley conceived the idea of 
having native boys in a boat tow a dead horse 
in a circle on the surface. This free meal dis- 
tracted the barracuda’s attention. 

Often Crilley had swarms of huge sharks as 
his companions during @ving operations. But 
he was never attacked by them. 

When Crilley died of high blood pressure last 
November his fellow divers and the Navy as a 
whole mourned him.. He had done much to pave 
man’s way toward conquest of the subsea.

HEY’VE been running horses at 
T suratoes since 1863 and the his- 

toric old track has been the grave- 
yard of favorites almost ever since. 

Of all the races held there, the 
most ruinous to champions and their 
prestige has always been the ‘Travers, 
oldest turf classic in the United States 
and second oldest in North America. 

The first Travers was run in 
1864 when the Union Armies were 
closing in on Petersburg and Atlanta 
and the most memorable was In 1930 
when the 100-to-1 shot, Jim Dandy, 
galloped away from the mighty Gal- 
lant Fox and Whichone. 

In 1928, Reigh Count, Kentucky 
Derby winner and called the second 
Man o’ War, ran last ina field of four. 

Last year the jinx was at work 
again and Phalanx, at the time the 
acknowledged three-year-old char- 
pion, lost by a nose to Young Peter, 

Then there was the late gambler 
Arnold Rothstein’s pre-arranged up- 
set in 1921 when his apparently out-

classed Sporting Blood) won from 
Harry Payne Whitney's great mare, 
Prudery, in a two-horse renewal. 

cothstein relaxed at the Spa that 
night and spoke of a $450,000 betting 
coup. 

It was perhaps only right that the 
first winner of the ‘Travers was Ken 
tucky, owned by William R. ‘Travers, 
for whom the stake was named. 

A notable running was the 12th, 
In I875, the year of the first Ken. 
tucky Derby. Aristedes, the little red 
horse that won the Derby, was only 
third in the Travers.

in 1921. Sporting Blood’s record was 
good, but he was deemed no match 
for Prudery, the mare, that had run 
third in the Kentucky Derby. 

Only these two were entered and 
Rothstein figured his bets were safe 
when he learned that Prudery was in 
poor Shape for the big race 

But Rothstein was egreedy. He 
wanted higher odds and the only 
way to get them was to have a third 
starter. Shortly before noon the mir- 
acle happened, Sam Hildreth entered 
Grey Lag, champion money- winning 
three-year-old of the year. 

Grey Lag figured better than Pru- 
dery and the early betting was bde- 
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tween these two. Rothstein’s agents 
spread $150,000 on Sporting Blood 
with bookies all over the country. 

The handbooks, reasoning his 
horse was badly outclassed, held the 
bets. Then, almost at the last minute, 
Hildreth withdrew Grey Lag as mys- 
teriously as he had entered him. 

The late scratch only emboldened 
the supporters of Prudery, who fig- 
ured Hildreth was afraid his horse 
couldn't beat the mare.. As the race 
was run, Prudery weakened at the 
mile and Sporting Blood romped to 
a two-length victory. 

Twice a victim of the Travers hoo- 
doo was William Woodward, Besides 
the stunning defeat of Gallant Fox In 
1930, his favored Aga Khan ran sec 
ond to Sun Flag in 1924, 

In 1926, there was a mild upset. 
Pompey, winner of the Futurity the 
year before, was beaten by Mars. 

In 1928, John Hertz came east with 
his three-year-old champion, Reigh 
Count, and before the colt had won 
most of the major stakes. 

His only defeat that year was in 
the Travers. First in the deep mud 
that afternoon was Petee-Wrack, who 
never won a race as a two-year-old, 

The pace was slow and Reigh 
Count, never far behind, flattened out 
just when the crowd looked for him 
to make his bid. 

PeteeWrack won by a length and 
Victorian, the Preakness winner, was 
second. Reigh Count’s§ satisfaction 
came later when he triumphed in the 
Lawrence, with Victorian fourth and 
Petee-Wrack fifth. 

But he had no excuses in the Tra- 
vers, though Hertz guessed his tail 
may have been braided too tightly. 

The mud was deep again in 1930 
when Gallant Fox and Whichone met 
in the Travers. This was a rubber 
match between two giants of the turf, 

Whichone had outrun his rival In 
the Futurity the year previous and 
the Fox had evened matters in the 
Belmont while winning the three-year- 
old triple crown—the Kentucky Der- 
by, Preakness and Belmont. 

Now it was to be settled in the 
Travers, At post time, the odds on 
Gallant Fox were 1to2 as apgainat 
&to-5 for Whichone. A foolish few 
squandered money on Sun Falcon, at 
30-to-1, and Jim Dandy, at 100-to-1, 

Whichone and Gallant. Fox were 
running one-two at the half and the 
pace was suicidal considering the 
heavy footing. Gallant Fox made 
his move in the backstretch, but had 
hardly taken the lead when the de- 
spised Jim Dandy splashed alongside 
and then drew away. 

He won in a gallop, six lengths 
ahead of the used-up Gallant Fox. 
Whichone, another half dozen lengths 
behind, eventually broke down. 

That was the greatest but not the 
last of the Travers upsets. 

In 1935, Gold "Foam, only a high 
class plater when he came to Sara- 
toga, led from end to end and in 1943 
Furasian, a sprinter, stayed out in 
front all the way around. 

First home in 1945 was Adonis, 
son of Reigh Count and winner of a 
single’*maiden race as a two-year-old. 
Adonis paid $53.50 and the favored 
Pavot, unbeaten the year before, was 
fourth. ;, 

Phalanx’s defeat last year was a 
masterpiece of generalship by Tom- 
my May, Young Peters’ jockey. It 
was a muddy track again and when 
Phalanx collared the Mader, Colonel 
O’F, in the stretch, Jockey Ruperto 
Donoso let up and started coasting. 

That’s when Young Peter slipped 
past him and though Phalanx came 
again when roused, it was too late. 

The abashed Donoso said after- 
wards that he thought Young Peter 
had broken down early in the race.

But he 
will have to pay a price—-the Presidency will kill 
him eight Years before his time. 

tie may become a legend or a forgotten man 
of history. But years after he is gone, the mar 
who beat the tom-toms for him. will be thumpiny 
other drums. ‘The candidate he defeated will be 
among the living. So will the woman who shared 
his political fortunes and became the First Lady 
of the Land. is 

The death of Mrs. Thomas Jex Preston, Jr.. 
last fall has brought this sad subject to the minds 
of statisticians, who can prove with incontro 
vertible charts the risks a man runs When he 
moves into the White House. . 

Mrs. Preston, the wife of a former Princeton 
University professor, was, before she married 
Professor Preston, the widow of President Grover 
Cleveland. 

She was the tall, blue-eyed girl of 22 who mar- 
riei the 49-year-old bachelor President in the 
White House’s Blue Room on the evening of 
June 2, 1886, with John Philip Sousa’s band, in 
scarlet-and-gold uniforms, playing the wedding 
march. 

She lived to see her distinguished husband's 
name seldom mentioned outside of history books 
-and there are four widows of former Presidents 
still alive. 

Mrs. Edith Kermit Carow Roosevelt, 86, widow 
of Theodore Roosevelt, is living in Oyster Bay; 
L. I.; Mrs. Edith Bolling Galt Wilson, 75, widow 
of Woodrow Wilson,’ lives in Washington; Mrs. 
Grace Goodhue Coolidge, 68, widew of Calvin 
Coolidge, lives in Northampton, Mass., and Mrs. 
Anna Eleanor Roosevelt, 63, widow of Franklin

It is unfair to draw a conclusion about the 
White House as a death trap from half a dozen 
First Ladies who outlived their husbands, so the 
life insurance experts base their conclusions on 
studies that cover many years. 

They have found that in the early period of 
this country’s history, Presidents lived longer than 
those who served between 1850 and 1900, The 
Presidents who have held office during the present 
century have fared still worse. Their length of 
life after inauguration has been, on an average, 
eight years less than their expectation of life at 
the time they took office. 

Only 12 of our 30 dead Presidents outlived 
their expectation of life at inauguration, the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company actu- 
aries point out, and most of the long-lived 
ones belonged to the time when ours was 
largely an agricultural country, 

Since 1900, the only deceased President to 
survive his expectation of life at inauguration 
was William Howard Taft. Herbert Hoover, 
our only living former executive, has practi- 
cally reached the mark, and President Tru- 
man har many years to go before living the 
years "which the actuaries allot to him. 

Presidents nowadays are well into middle 
life when they take office. The youngest was 
Theodore Roosevelt, who went to the White House 
at 42. Five were between 45 and 49; 11 between 
50 and 54; nine between 55 and 59, and -four be- 
tween 59 and 64. Only two were over 65. 

‘The oldest, William Henry Harrison, died a 
month after he became President when he was 
sixty-eight. 

The average age of a man becoming President 
was a little more than 58 before 1850. In the suc- 
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ceeding years it has decreased to 52 

It is fortunate for the country that our chief 
executives are taking office at a somewhat younrer 
age than used to be the case, because our modern 
Presidents have to face complexities that never 
bothered their predecessors in the White House. 

The insurance experts are always reticent 
about drawing conclusions. They prefer to pre- 
sent facts. Nevertheless, the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company’s actuaries, who figure every-

body’s chances to live, including Presidents, say: 

“The physical and mental strains in rendering 
executive decisions in a highly industrialized nation 
of 140,000,000 people undoubtedly exceed the bur- 
dens thatewere imposed on a President by ap @s- 
sentially agricultural economy of a few million 
persons,” 

Their study of the lives of all the Presidents 
from Washington to Truman shows how, in this 
day of faster tempo and broader problems, the 
Presidents pay a price measured in years, 

The insurance experts point out that they can- 
not infer from these figures alone that the Presi- 
dency now takes years of life from its incum- 
bents. There are other factors, they @ay, such as 
the burdens of the Presidents’ public services be- 
fore taking the highest office in the land. 

“It is true,” they sum up, “that unsuccessful 
candidates for the Presidency have fared much 
better, on the whole, with respect to longevity 
than have those who were elected to national lead- 
ership.’ 

' As science advances, years may be added to 
the lives of future Presidents, as well as to the 
lives of everybody else, but most of the scientific 
life-saving up to now has been among infants and 
children. . The fight against many of the diseases 
of middle age still lies ahead, 

Meanwhile, the hazards of the Presidency re- 
main. and statistics show that any man who is 
elected to that exalted and exhausting job can ex; 
pect to sacrifice eight years of his life as part of 
the price for living in the big house on Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue,

F YOU found yourself in possession 
of property worth a million dol- 
lars, would you be happy? 

Or would you let it make you as 
anxious, worried and miserable as 
it has made 83-year-old Michael 
Sprenger and his 80-year-old sister, 
Elizabeth, whose real estale holdings 
in Detroit are now valued at a million? 

“Go home and stay out of court,” 
a judge told them recently. “Enjoy 
your money.” 

But they seem to be so set In 
their ways that they just can’t heed 
his good advice. 

Michael and Elizabeth live in a 
small, weatherbeaten shack behind a 
12-room paintiess, crumbling house tn 
Detroit's industrial section. 

They and their four brothers and 
sisters were born in the “big house.” 
Michael and Elizabeth, last of the six 
children, are all that’s left of the 
Sprenger family. They have never 
married, 

Their present home, an outbuild- 
ing of the old residence,.is part of an 
uncultivated 120-acre estate surround- 
ed by factories. Near the shack 
is a straggling vegetable patch. Chick- 
ens aml cows roam all over the 
place. From these meager farming 
facilities the Sprengers make their 
living. 

It is all they ever wanted. It is 
all they want now. Once they were 
happy in their simple existence. But 
they aren't any more. Their property 
has increased in value until it is now 
worth $1,000,000 but they find it only 
a burden and a source of tribulation. 

Many years ago an uncle of the 
Sprenger children died and left to 
Michael and his brother John 97 acres 
of land on the outskirts of Detroit. 
Their mother left the children more 
than 150 acres in the same vicinity. 
Three other 40-acre plots filtered into 
their hands through family deaths. 

As the years passed Michael and 
Elizabeth stuck to the old homestead, 
scraping their livelihood from the 
ground. One by one the other chil- 
dren died, until there were only 
Michael, Elizabeth and Leonard left. 

With the passage of time a pfreat 
change was taking place, so slowly 
they were not aware of it. The 
metropolis of Detroit was reaching 
out and embracing new territory for 
its industrial growth. 

In the path lay the Sprengers’ land 
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holdings. Year by year they increased 
in value, became more and more de- 
sirable as factory sites. Michael and 
klizabeth were only vaguely conscious 
of this. ‘They were simple people, 
clinging to the security of their birth- 
place, 

Encroachment of the outside world 
first came sharply to the attention of 
Michael and Elizabeth in 1927 ‘The 
State of Michigan took a piece of 
their property for its own use. ‘They 
hired an attorney to represent them 
in a condemnation suit. He collected 
$25,000 from the state but the 
Sprengers said they got none of it. 

Disturbed by what was going on 
around them, Michael and Elizabeth 
decided to check up on their ownings. 

They hired another lawyer to put 
things in order. They said he collected 
$90,424 througlh rentals, land sales 
and other deals, His accounting said 
he spent $46,787 for expenses and ap- 
plied $43 626 toward his fee.

Hie was asked why he didn’t adopt 
a more comfortable life, travel, have 
servants. He thought about this for 
a moment, 

“Well...I been farming all my 
life,” he said, rubbing the gray 
stubble on Ris chin.

Sometimes they even continue to advocate 
futile remedies when they, themselves, are slowly 
dying of the very malady which they tell others 
they can cure. 

It would be hard to believe if the proof were 
not documentary, but it ts, ‘The "takers bank 
blood money while the count™®’'s. great hospitats 
and foundations, with public funds, put $4,000,000 
a year into cancer work; not into cancer cures; 
merely into unending study of the mysterious 
wild cells which today take one life in eight. 

Among today’s cancer “healers,” the Amer! 
can Medical Association charges, a former coal 
miner is boldest, has the largest following and 
even has engaged the interest of some prominent 
men. He is Harry M. Hoxsey, who inherited a 
“cancer cure” from his father, a dabblee in vet- 
erinary medicine, ‘faith healing and “cancer cur: 
ing,’ who, himself, died of cancer, 


FOR 20 years, Hoxsey has been treating cancer. 
He is still doing it. His big clinic in Dallas, 
Texas, still draws patients from tar away, wihille 
the American Medical Association condemns ites 
operator as; 

“Hoxsey—Cancer Charlatan!” 

“The Hoxsey cure,” the Medical Association 
once reported after analyzing a lioxsey nostrum, 
“Is essentially another one of the old escharotic 
treatments with arsenic as the chief ingredient.” 
When doctors say “escharotic’ dn connection with 
cancer, they mean @ scorching, or searing, of the 
top, while roots may run wild. 

“Apparently Hoxseyv has been -successful in 
hoodwinking and deceiving eminent jurists and 
other important persons to the extent that they 
have given him tacit if not actual support,” the 
Association said recently. “Because of the nature 
of cancer, it is the most dreaded of all diseases. 
People with cancer will try any treatment offered. 
Mountebanks claim cures and bring support of 
those who believe they have been cured, when the 
diagnosis has never bee: made by scientific 
methods. 

“Hoxsey has had more than 20 years in which 
to prove such virtue@s as might have existed in his 
method. Such proof has never been forthcoming. 
How long Wiil the complacent authorities of such 
states as ‘Texas continue to tole;ate him?” 

One reason takers are tolerated is the diffi- 
culty encountered when the liw is invoked against 
them. They know how to stay within the law. 

The Federal Government can net touch them 
so Jong as they are careful to confine their. busi- 
ness to°so-called persona! treatments and do not 
work across state lines. , Unless they sell their 
nostrums in interstate commerce under labels 
making curative claims, they are safe from prose 
cution under the Federal Food, Drug and Cos. 
metics Act. If they are careful about the mails, 
the Post Office Department can not get them. 

They aren't responsible to anyone if their pa- 
tients, taking bottle after bottle of futile cure, 
die finally of a malady which medical science 
might have arrested. 


HEN Hoxsey’s father, John C. Hoxsey, who 

called himself “doctor,” died of cancer, 
}ioxsey, according to the Medica] Association, 
carried on with the elder Hoxsey’s “cure.” He 
formed a common law trust with the title “Na. 
tional Cancer Research Institute and Clinic,” and 
the declaration of trust Said that Harry Hoxsey 
was the “owner and possessor of a secret formula 
for the compounding of a treatment for cancer.” 
This treatment, the declaration added, was “some- 
thing entirely new in medicine.” 

In nearly a dozen cities, at one time or another, 
}ioxsey has offered a treatment and at his large 
private institution in Dallas he is offering a 
treatment now. 

The dean of cancer charlatans, however, is a 
handsome, wavy-haired, middle-aged —jailbird, 
Norman Baker, once of Muscatine, lowa, at times

Baker, gaining prestige in the Middle West, 
issuing a magazine, broadcasting from his own 
radio station (before the Federal Communication: 
Commission revoked his license), proclaimed: 

“Cancer is conquered. Five test cases prove it.”

the pet market recently 
came to light when Mr. 
Palmer placed an ad in the 
ultra-conservative London 
Times for all the “swearing 
parrots” he could get-—and 
the ‘censor of the ‘Times 
changed the word “swear. 
ing” to “talking.” 

The ad .with its revised 
wording appeared only once 
because George Palmer has 
40 “talking” parrots that he 
can't sell to anyone. His 
customers are. demanding 
cussin’ birds and they will 
pay upto one pound (about 
$4) per cuss word. 

Other London dealers con- 
firmed the increasing de- 
mand for parrots with 
down-to-earth vocabularies. 
Birds that can swear in 
cockney are popular, but 
there’s a special demand for 
polls who deliver brimstone 
invective in Yorkshire, 
Devon, or a braw. Scotch 
accent. 

“I’ve got an impossible 
order, I dare say,’ one mer- 
chant confided. “A lass 
down the street will pay 
plenty for a parrot that 
swears in Brooklynese. She 
was in love with a GI from 
that state—it is a state, 
isn’t it?—-and wants the bird 
as a sentimental] reminder.” 


CONNOISSEURS among 
swearing parrots, it 
seems, accord top value 
neither to the English nor 
the Flatbush dialect—-they’ll 
pay premium prices for par- 
rots of Australian origin.

Both Dr. and Mrs, Lilllendahl, it developed, had 
come of old American stock, As a young man, WIL 
liam had first taken a law course at the University 
of Pennsylvania, and had been admitted to the bar.

After several years as staff doctor for a large 
mining and smelting works in Mexico, he had re- 
turned to the U. S., operated a sanitarium for 
drug addicts, then opened an office on West 42d 
st., Manhattan. During this period he met dark- 
eyed, athletic Margaret Thompson. 

ORN in Baltimore, Md., Miss Thompson had 

attended an exclusive school at near-by Catons- 
ville. After the death of her mother when she 
was 18, Margaret had matriculated at an academy 
at Emmetsburg, Md. A year after that she quit 
school to devote herself to the care of an invalid 
brother, Robert Hodson Thompson. ™ 

In 1913, the brother having died, she 
living in Washington Heights, Manhattan, 

One night she was seized with a throat ailment. 

Result—an appeal to the apartment house tele- 
phone operator for a doctor, and the arrival of 
William Lilliendahl. 

Further results.she became his secretary, and 
on Nov. 20, 1915, the doctor's first marriage hav- 
ing ended in a divorce, she became his wife. 

Her father remarked at the time, “I’m glad 
Margaret has someone to take care of her. She's 
heen giving her life for her brother,” 

Dr. Lilllendahl, at 60, was quite hearty and 
by no means an Invalid, His bride bubbled 
life, becoming a sort of community

nurse for the children of Washington Heights.* 


In 1924, Dr. Lilliendahl got into a bit of trouble 


with the authorities. He was indicted on a charge, 
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of violating the federal anti-narcotics law. He had 
then abandoned his New York activities and 
moved to Mountain Lakes, N. J. It was explained 
that the condition of his health necessitated lots 
of fresh air. 

In 1925, he had been arrested at his home and 
arraigned in Newark on the charge that he had 
failed to report 113,000 grains of drugs. ‘This charge 
was dropped when it was learned that another 
charge was pending against him in New York. 

However, things righted thems@ves. The New 
York indictment was quashed, and the Lillien 
dahis, with a small son, Albert, remoyed to South 
Vineland, where there was also an abundance of 
fresh air. 

By now the doctor was a tired old man. His 
wife retained her youthful vitality. 

History appeared to have repeated itself. She 
was again devoting her life to an invalid.

At THE Hammonton barracks, where she re 
mained at her own suggestion, Mrs. Lillien-. 
dahl went over her story again and again with 
County Detective Frank Harrold and Assistant 
District Attorney A. Cameron Hinkle. 

Early that evening, the purse which Sergeant 
Orzechowski hag found was opened, and several 
articies fell out: five five-dollar bills and some 
road maps. 

The maps embraced the Hammonton-South 
Vineland region. 

Certain routes had been marked with a pencil. 

In the morning, searchers at the scene of the 
crime, including scores of high school students 
and Boy Scouts, made several discoveries which 
also proved of considerable interest.

Also 
found, within a few steps of the car, were one 
of Mrs. Lilliendahl’s rings and her wristwatch. 

Though a large area was combed, and though 
Great Swamp creek was dredged, no pistol came 
to light. Apparently it had been removed and 
disposed of elsewhere. 

“Mrs. Lilliendah] has told three stories of 
the crime,” Detective Harrold told reporters, now 
beginning to arrive from New York, Newark and 
Philadelphia in steadily increasing numbers.

Investigators. had gathered information which 

indicated that another man had been playing some 

sort, of part in the life of Margaret Lilliendahl.

Reporters visited Beacheand queried him about 

the things they had been hearing. He said he 
was following the case with a _ great 
deal of interest, owing to his friendship 
vith the Lilhendahts, 

He had often called on them, he Said, 
and had engaged in “hot but friendly” 
arguments with the doctor. The old fel- 
low, he added, had very definite ideas 
on certain subjects. 

Had he ever taken drives with Mrs. 
Lilliendah!? No. 

Had he ever written her letters? 
Never! 

' “IT first heard about this case on Ir 
day morning,” he said, meaning the 
morning after the crime. “I can account 
for all the time from last Tuesday. 

“I. am suffering from heart trouble, 
and last Tuesday and Wednesday I was 
quite sick and remained home most of 
those two days. 

“On Thursday morning I] drove to 
Millville | stayed there a while, went 
to a store and bought some bread, and 
on my way back I saw a friend of mine, 
Bob Woods, l-honked my horn and 
Bob waved to me. 4} got home about 
ll or 11:30, and about 12:45 or 1 o'clock 
I again Jeft my home. 

“I drove over to Hammonton, where 
I went to the Wilson-Collins Co., monu- 
mental stone workers. ‘They are mak 
ing some markers for my plot at the 
Oak Grove cemetery. We went over to 

the cemetery and measured the lot. After that I 

returned to the Wilson-Collins place, remained un 

til about 4 p. m., then drove home.” 


H DENIED that he had ever quarreled with 

lor. Lilliendahl over his attentions, and denied 
that the doctor (as was reported) had ordered 
him off the place. 

Asked regarding statements that he had been 
seated in his car, halted at various roadsides near 
Hammonton, he replied: 

“As to the charge of waiting on fhe side of 
the road to meet Mrs. Lilliendahl, or anyone 
else 

“Because of my heayt trouble, when I drive 
I often have to stop and wait until my heart 
calms down a little. I never stopped at the 
roadside to wait for Mrs. Lilliendahl.” 

In rapid succession, the authorities gathered 
the following bits of evidence, which seemed to 
discredit Beach's story 

Mrs. Caroline ‘Tamberlain, postmistress at 
South Vineland, identified the chicken farmer as 
the man who deposited letters addressed to one 
“Peggy Anderson,” and she identified Mrs. Lil- 
liendah! as the recipient of these letters. 

feach owed S900 to a local bank, and had 
promised to have the money “soon.” 

He had slipped far behind in his payments 
on his blue sedan. He had promised John Pos. 
sumato, who sold him the car, that he expected 
to pay all he owed “within a few days.’ 

Krank Anthony, a neighbor of the Lilliendahls, 
allegedly had overheard the doctor and Beach 
quarreling about three months previously. 

Lilliendahl had ominously averred, “Beach is 
running around with my wife. I'm afraid of him.” 

Kight-year old Albert Lilllendah! told reporters 
that his father had ordered Beach from the house. 

Mrs. Frank Anthony, a next-door neighbor, cor- 
roborated this. 

Beach ‘was arrested as a material witness on 
the 24th, nine days after the crime. 

Detectives ransacked his house, but found 
nothing of importance to the case. (His mar- 
ried son, Ray, admitted that the suspect had 
burned a great many papers severa! days before.) 

The officers found rifles afid shotguns, but 
no .32 that might have been the death weapon. 


‘The authorities released Beach in $5,000 bail, 

Then, on Sept. 26, the authorities announced 
that three men driving along the Atsion road 
lust before noon on the murder day had seen a 
blue sedan emerge from Great Swamp lane at 
breakneck speed, These men were William Driver, 
au ‘Trenton, N. J., contractor, his partner, James 
A. Grant, and their chauffeur, Paul Eldridge. 

Their story: | 

“We had been down to Cape May city the da 
of the murder to look after the laying of a road- 
bed for a railroad, It must have been somewhere 
around noon when we were approaching the lane. 

“That blue sedan with the white-haired man in 
it shot out at high speed. Our chauffeur: had 
to jam on his brakes to avoid the machine. 

“The sedan was going so fast we thought for 
a minute it might tip over, but it righted and 
shot ahead toward Hagnmonton, and we -went 
on behind it, in the same direction.” 

It was further santtounced that the trio had 
identified Beach as the driver of this car. 


tik following day, Beach drove away in his 

blue car and disappeared, 

His attorney, Edison Hedges, seemed some- 
what nonplussed, by this development. Hours 
later, however, Hedges said Beach had grown tired 
of the “persecution” by the police, and that he 
would remain out of the state until a court 
ordered his appearance. 

His appearance was ordered forthwith. But 
he remained at large and undiscovered. 

Mrs. Lilliendah! reiterated that “all these in- 
sinuations and gossip are lies.” 

The investigation in the ensuing days centered 
on the search for Beach. But he could not be 
found, much to the annoyance of the New Jersey 
authorities. o 

On Sept. 29, Attorney Hedges was indicted on 
the charge of abetting the flight. 

A week later, Beach suddenly returned. ‘The 
lawyer was exonerated. 7 

It came out later that Beach had passed his 
days and nights in the attic of a house in Lin- 
wood Heights, near Chester, Pa, 

The next day Beach and the widow were tIn- 
dicted .for murder, and two- months later they 
went on trial before Justice Luther A. Campbell 
and a jury of five men and seven women in 
the Atlantic County Court at Mays Landing. 

Assistant District Attorney Hinkle headed the 
prosecution forces, while the defense—financed 
by a wealthy relative of Mrs. Lilliendahi, had 
on its side the $1,000-a-day services of Robert 
Il. McCarter, among others. 

Hinkle, in outlining the state’s case, charged 
that the defendants had plotted to get rid of 
Dr. LilliendahI and share in his estate. (The 
doctor had -made a will two months before his 
death, leaving everything to Mrs. Lilliendahl.) 

He charged that she drove her husband to 
Great Swamp lane, marked by Beach with a 
piece of white cloth for her guidance, in full 
knowledge of the fate that awaited him. 

The prosecutor called witnesses in an effort to 
prove that Beach and Mrs. Lilliendahl] were in- 
fatuated with each other, and to dispute various 
assertions made in their stories. 


OR example, Mrs. Lilliendah! had insisted that 

the doctor had $200 on his person, whereas - 
a teller said he had drawn only $25 from the 
bank that fatal morning. 

Hiinkle was not so successful in getting his 
witnesses to identify Beach positively as the man 
seen coming out. of Great Swamp lane. 

Neither could the defense do so well. 

That clandestine correspondence, for instance. 
Neither defendant could satisfactorily explain why 
they carried on thetr secret exchange of letters. 

During long hours of deliberation, the jury 
could not agree that the state had proved, beyond 
a reasonable doubt, that this had been a premedi- 
tated murder, Accordingly they réturned a ver- 
dict of voluntary manslaughter, the accepted defi- 
nition of which is: 

“A homicide intentionally committed under the 
influence of passion suddenly arising from an 
adequate cause, but neither justified nor excused 
by law.” 

Margaret Lilliendahl collapsed into a fit of 
weeping when she heard the verdict on Dec. 8. 
As she was led from the court, she was heard to 
wail, “Oh, God, I don't want to go to jail!” 

Two days later, Justice Campbell pronounced 
the maximum sentence of 10 years at hard labor 
on both Mrs. Lilliendahl and Beach. 

Beach died at the Bordentown prison farm 
of a heart attack on Oct. 12, 1930. 

Mrs. Lilliendah] was paroled on June 29, 1934.
